Tlio Ponst of Iho I'atdiovor. 


The Feast of tho Passover, which is 


observed by tho Hebrews throughout 
the world, commences to-day, and will 
be observed by all Jews who adhere to 
tho laws ot .Moses. 
The Feast ot the 


Passover is regarded by the Jews as one 
to bo strictly observed, anil although it 
lasts really but one tlay, it has .been the 
custom to continue the festival during 
tho succeeding week. There are but fow 
families iu this city, or the Jewish faith, 
but as tuo niodo of observing tho day 
will boot interest to all 'our readers, we 
publish the following, which wo find in 
yesterday's State Journal: 


Tho Passover was instituted to com- 


memorate the most important event in 
the history ot the Jews—the deliverance 
from servitude to a foreign power. As 
tho story is told in the Old Testament, 
Jehovah sent ten plagues upon the Egyp- 
tians, the last of which was thekillicgof 
all their first bom. Tho destroying angel 
"passed over" the houses of the Israel- 
ites; hence tho name. Tho festival was 
always celebrated on the 14th of the 
month of Nisan, with elaborate and sym- 
bolic 'rites. Tuo great feature was the 
poschtJ lamb, concerning the eating oi 
which 
there 
were 
minute 


directions. 
Leavened 
bre'r.d 
must 


not be found in any honso during this 
time in accordance with tlio command of 
Exocius xii. 10: "Seven days shall no 
broad be found in your houses." An nn 
leaven bread is substituted instead, to 
symbolize the haste with which tho an- 
cient Israelites departed from Egypt. 


Tho most interesting ceremonies con 


nectedwith this festival take place on tho 
evenings ot Iho iirst and lust days, and is 
known as Siuler. It consists of a drama- 
tic reoital o£ the deliverance from Egypt, 
usually beginning with tho question o£ a 
child: "What rneau ye by this service?' 
The unleavened bread (Mutasli), tho bit- 
ter .herb (Morror), uud the shank bone oi 
o lamb soddou on co'ils (Puysach) -ire im- 
portant elements in this homo service, in 
which master and servant take part on 
equal torins, ami which often extends to 
midnight. Tho Mcsaic law only com- 
mands the observance of the fire! anc 
seventh days by 11 "holy convocation." 
In tmcient times, liowovor, on account oi 
a doubt as to tbo exact time, two addi- 
tional days wore kept, and although tho 
reason now no longer exists, the observ- 
ance remains. Beside theso seven dayp. 
tho orthodox Jews keep another day, on 
which tho las'; of tho week's "convoca 
tions" is held, and on the following night 
tho use of unleuvonod broiul is permit- 
ted again."
